We must not, he says, 
make any hasty decisions, nor 
enter any international meeting 
without careful preparation, and 
must then examine “the area 
eGrefully for possible pitfalls.

Eetadlishes June 16, 1865 
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Paul M. Butler--- 
He Looks Good to Us! 


Paul M. Butler, of Indiana, is the new 
National Chairman of the Democratic 
Party. He cannot fail to know that, in- 
escapably, the future of that party de- 
pends largely on him and his leadership. 

He was elected by the states which 
may be classified, generally, as the “non- 
machine” or “non-boss” states. They gave 
him an overwhelming majority, defeat- 
ing a candidate allegedly backed, though 
not strongly, by former President Harry 
S. Truman, and another supported chiefly 
by New York, Illinois and Pennsylvania. 


Too much is being made of the fact 
that the Butler election was a defeat for 
Truman. The former President report- 
edly preferred Mike DiSalle, former OPA 
administrator. DiSalle does have more 
political know-how. But he also has too 
many enemies and is too vulnerable. 
James Finnegan, choice of the three big 
urban states, was tied too closely to the 
old-style Democratic national chairmen 
who operated largely of, by and through 
the big city machines. 

Actually, Mr. Truman made no great 
fight against Butler. Indiana has a state 
feud in which Frank McKinney, national 
chairman under Truman, was involved 
in opposition to Butler. Mr. Truman 
could not, of course, desert his old friend. 
That isn’t the way he operates. As the 
delegates said, Mr. Truman’s presence 
was not even felt at New Orleans. 

Paul Butler won, largely, if not en- 
tirely, because Stephen A. Mitchell, re- 
tiring chairman, wanted him. The Demo- 
crats know what a debt they owe to 
Mitchell. He is, because he went out and 
met the Democrats in every state and 
learned their problems, the first truly 
national chairman the party has ever had. 
He took the office out of the pattern 
given it by such former chairmen as WijI- 
liam Boyle and Bob Hannegan. He gave 
it great integrity and selflessness. He 
didn’t want, or get, anything out of it 
for himself. 

It was revealed, for example, that the 
Democratic Party which emerged from 
the defeat in 1952 with a debt of about 
$1,000,000, not only was out of:debt, but 
had won the last election and had a sur- 
plus of more than $20,000. This was done 
by Mitchell and by Adlai Stevenson, both 
of whom gave of themselves unstintingly 
to raise money and restore the party to 
political health. 

The delegates present at New Orleans 
knew this. If Mitchell wanted Butler 
they properly gave him Butler. 

Mitchell will remain as chairman of 
the National Advisory Committee. He 
and Butler will work together. 

Butler reportedly is a man of fine 
character and ability. If he works as 
thoroughly and as unselfishly as Steve 
Mitchell and Adlai Stevenson the Demo- 
crats will elect a President in 1956. If 
not, then the Democrats will lose. Vic- 
tory will not be easy. State party organi- 
zations cannot afford the luxury of put- 
ting their own ambitions ahead of the 
party’s—if we are to elect a President. 

We salute the new chairman. He 
looks good to us. 

We urge him to follow the Mitchell 
formula. 
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Metropolitan Planners 


Consider the Airport 


If Atlanta or any other metropolitan 
center is to grow in orderly and bal- 
anced fashion, planning is necessary. 

Fortunately this fact is recognized by 
the majority of our citizens, and the 
Metropolitan Planning Commission is 
one of the bright stars in our civic crown. 
The commission has a record of solid 
accomplishment. The fact that life in 
teeming Atlanta is not even more cha- 
otic than it is, partly is the result of the 
commission’s work. 

The city planners have devoted a lot 
of time and thought to land use, and 
what the city must do to insure an ade- 
quate supply of water against future 
needs. Most recently, the planners took a 
look at the municipal airport. 

Sumter Kelley, Atlanta attorney and 
specialist in municipal obligations, told 
them at a luncheon meeting that revenue 
certificates might be the most practical 
way to fill the airport’s unmet needs. 

There was no reason to tell the plan- 
ners what the airport lacked in the way 
of loading ramps and passenger con- 
veniences, for the inadequacies of the 
Atlanta Municipal Airport immediately 
are apparent to any traveler or visitor. 

There was no need to tell them 
either of the need for an access highway 
from the expressway to the airport en- 
trance. When a drive to an airport has 
all the hazards of a steeplechase, the 
purpose of that airport is partly defeated. 

The planners, and everyone interested 
in Atlanta’s growth, by now are aware 
of what should be done to bring the air- 
port and'its approaches up to metropoli- 
tan standards. 

The sale of revenue certificates, to be 


retired by the airport’s operating income, 
may be the best method of financing 
improvements to the airport itself. 

The badly needed access road, how- 
ever, must be financed by some other 
means. Gov.-elect Marvin Griffin fortu- 
nately is aware of the airport’s impor- 
tance to much of the state, and has 
promised to explore the possibility of 
state aid for this project.

Also Teaches the Blind 


People being what they are, there is 
a lot of criticism of government services 
that fall short of perfection, while work 
that is well done is taken for granted. 

A case in point is the state’s vocation- 
al rehabilitation service for the adult 
blind. While other states send represent- 
atives here to study the Georgia system, 
the program is only vaguely compre- 
hended by the average Georgian. 

For 10 years now the blind have re- 
ceived vocational training through a spe- 
cial division of the state Department of 
Education. 

During this time 1,534 men and 
women have found work as a result of 
this training, some in the professions, and 
others in manual and business occupa- 
tions. 

In addition to teaching them skills 
and providing on-the-job trdining, the 
service also provides whatever medical 
care and guidance is needed to make the 
blind employable. 

This service is performed so efficient- 
ly that in Georgia it costs less to rehabili- 
tate a blind person and make him self- 
supporting than it does to maintain him 
on public welfare rolls for one year. Pen- 
sions to the blind. may amount to $660 a 
year, while the average case cost of those 
Georgia has rehabilitated runs around 
$610. 

This same division of the Department 
of Education supervises the operation of 
the many tobacco and sundry stands over 
the state which provide a decent living 
for 56 of the blind. 

The Department of Public Welfare 
works with the blind too, in addition to 
paying pensions to those,past the point 
of rehabilitation. Under its supervision is 
the Bainbridge mattréss, broom and mop 
factory, and in Griffin the blind are en- 
gaged in airplane parts salvage. The vo- 
cational rehabilitation service of the De- 
partment of Education sends many of its 
trainees to those institutions. 

The Department of Education’s pro- 
gram for the blind is used as a national 
model. Certainly it is one division of the 
state government that thoroughly de- 
serves to survive all political putsches 
and purges. 
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Liberal Trade Policy 
Is in Nation’s Interest 


“It is in the national interest of the 
United States to continue a policy of grad- 
ual and selective tariff reduction.” 

That is not the conclusion of some lofty 
theorists unaware of the world about 
them. 

It is the conclusion reached by the 
research and policy committee of the 
Committee for Economic Development 
after more than a year’s study of the 
arguments for and against freer trade. 

The committee is headed by Frazer B. 
Wilde, president of the Connecticut Gen- 
eral Life Insurance Company. It contains 
such names as Jae E. Crane, vice pres- 
ident of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey; Harlow H. Curtice, pres- 
ident of General Motors; and S. Sloan 
Colt, president of Bankers’ Trust Com- 
pany. 

By no stretch of the imagination could 
any of these men be described as other 
than practical, realistic businessmen. 
Their recommendations assume _ greater 
importance because this is true. 

“As the strongest power in the free 
world,” the report points out, “the United 
States has a special responsibility for 
liberalizing trade—the responsibility of 
leadership. The direction which our tariff 
policy takes will help to determine wheth- 
er the free world moves ahead to widen- 
ing markets and expanding production or 
whether it moves in the opposite direc- 


tion, toward intensified economic nation-. 


alism and political division.” 

The committee recommends that the 
President’s trade agreements authority be 
extended for five years and that he be 
given additional. powers to negotiate tariff 
agreements, It asks that liberalization be 
gradual and selective in order for the ad- 
justments to be fair. 

The analysis is complete and thorough, 
far too long to reproduce here. But the 
conclusions that the national interests will 
be served in the long run by continued 
liberalization of tariff policies is the im- 
portant thing. 

“Those adjustments at times may be 
painful,” the committee points out, “they 
are one of the sources of the dynamism of 
the American economy. Their final ef- 
fect is not to reduce average American 
wage@ but to increase them.”

Modeled After Law Used in North Carolina 


Atlanta—I was gratified to read 
your editorial in The Constitution 
with reference to a prohation sys- 
tem in Georgia. 

I have been studying a pro- 
posed bill creating «a probation 
system in Georgia for some time, 
to be patterned along similar lines 
to the system now in practice in 
the state of North Carolina. I 
practice quite a bit in the Worth 
Carolina courts, and have ob- 
served that the probation system 
being used by that state is very 
successful. 


I am informed by representa- 
tives of that department that not 
only has their probation system 
saved the state a good many 
thousand dollars, but it has re- 
sulted in the rehabilitation of 
many young men and women who, 
otherwise, probably would have 
developed into habitual criminals. 


I have. copies of the legislation 
creating the system in North 
Carolina, and feel that this same 
system, with a few minor changes, 
would be successful in Georgia. I 
hope that we may be able to pass 
the necessary legislation during 
the coming session.

‘Rock House’ 


Is Getting Old 


This old house isn’t getting 
shaky, but this old house is getting 
old. This old house is built of rock. 
It could be the sass 
oldest structure 
built by white: 
man in Georgia’ 
west of the Oco-7 


(See-naw-ya) 
southeast Cow- 


storelike structure with a down- 
stairs and a loft. 


That’s what it was built for, as 
a trading post as stores were 
known as in the 1740’s. So says 
my Senoia informant, who draws 
his data from histories and from 
family diaries. The story goes 
like this: 

In 1734 Gen. James Oglethorpe 
carried back to England for a visit 
the chiefs of the Lower Creek na- 
tions, Included was Yahou-Lakee 
of the ‘‘Coweeta’’ tribe. When the 
Coweeta leader returned to Sa- 
vannah, he became the friend of 
Macintosh, the Scot trader. 


McIntosh came back to Coweeta 
country and became the chief's 
concessionaire and son-in-law. That 
is, he got the trading franchise 
and he married Yahou-Lakee’s 
daughter See-naw-ya. The two 
built the Rock House and set up 
housekeeping and trading therein. 
Housekeeping in the flat upstairs, 
dealing in beaver and snakeroot 
on the ground floor. 


Trader McIntosh and his wife 
See-naw-ya had a son, born no 
doubt in the upstairs apartment. 
He was William McIntosh, known 
as ‘‘Chillie’’ to his Indian kin. The 
mantle of Lower Creek leadership 
fell on this son. He was educated 
and had brains, besides. He saw 
happier hunting grounds west of 
the Mississippi, so he made a 
swap with the government — the 
Lower Creek lands on this side 
for an equal acreage on the other 
side—and five million dollars on 
the side. 

The Alabama Creeks thought 
their people had been sold down 
the river. They closed in on the 
Rock House and killed ‘‘Chillie’’ 
McIntosh and his family. 

By the trade, the State of Geor- 
gia became owner of the Rock 
House. About 1827 a missionary 
named Baggeriet bought it and 
held services. there. Later the 
Methodist ritual gave way to the 
sessions of the Progressive Broth- 
ers and Sisters of Light, Pride of 
Georgia Lodge, chartered at Grif- 
fin in 1911. 

Today the ‘“‘Old Rock House’’ be- 
longs to Frank Daniel, Senoia mer- 
chant, who uses it as a warehouse. 
Downstairs, where the canny Scot, 
McIntosh, drove a bargain in beav- 
er skins, there is hay and feed. 
Up the wide stairs, in the loft 
there is history to be written from 
the markings on the walls, from 
church pews and from lodge para- 
phernalia including the ‘‘Rules, By- 
laws and Regulations of D.G.L. No. 
18. G.U.0.0.F., Jurisdiction of 
Georgia.”

WASHINGTON—During the next few months 
President Eisenhower intends to take a number 
of actions to nail down his decisive leadership of 


liberal, internationalist Republicanism even if this meat an open 
break by the right wing of the party. 


Naturally the President does not want to see his party split if 


it can be helped. 

But he is now fully convinced 
that if the semi-isolationist, go-it- 
alone, ultra-conservatives want to 
fight the middle-road leadership 
and middleroad policies of their 
own party, it will be better for the 
country, better for the government 
and better for the Republican 
party as a whole if they make a 
clean break and establish their 
own party.

firmation, marriage and death 
and for pastoral guidance. 


Is it true that in Judaism the 
home is more important than 
the synagogue? 

Yes. Many times in history, 
Jews have been forbidden to 
worship publicly; synagogues 
and temples have been closed | 
by law. Yet Jewish religious life 
has continued intact. 


The center of Judaism resides 
in the family and the home. Jews | 
regard the home as a fitting 
place of worship—just as they 
regard husband, wife and God. 


Our religion is essentially a 
family religion. The mother, 
lighting the Sabbath candles; the 
father, blessing his children at 
the table; the many happy 
rituals that surround holidays; 
the scroll (mezuzah) on the door- 
post which signifies that God is 
in the home—each of these is an 
integral part of Jewish life. 

The Catholic weekly America re- 
cently said that “‘the disproportion- | 
ately small number of Jewish 
children requiring public care is a 
tribute to.Jewish, family life.”

In ancient times, Jews covered 
their heads during worship by lift- 
ing their prayer shawls over their 
heads in order to cover their eyes.

THE “KOSHER” LAWS 

Wha: are the ‘kosher’ laws? 

The Old Testament (Leviticus) 
sets down certain definite dietary 
restrictions: 

1. It is forbidden to eat the meat 
of certain animals (such as the 
pig and horse) and certain sea- 
foods (shrimp, lobster, crab, 
oyster). 

2. Meats must be slaughtered ac- 
cording to ritual and must meet 
specific health standards. 


3. Meat products and dairy prod- | 


ucts may not be eaten together. 


(The Bible says that meat must 


not be boiled in milk. This was a 
pre-Biblical, pagan custom.) 
Maimonides, a distinguished phy- 
sician as well as a _ philosopher, 
said that ‘‘kosher’’ food restrictions 
were health measures—particular- 
ly in the case of pork, which de- 


teriorates rapidly in warm cli-| 


mates. He also saw important 
moral values in applying restraint 
to eating habits—for if we practice | 
discrimination in satisfying our ap- 
petite, we may be more self-| 
controlled with the other temp-. 
tations of life. 

Many of the laws concerning 
kosher food deal with the method 
of slaughtering the animal: it must 
be done without pain to the beast, 
with the greatest possible speed

Santa Claus 


Is for Real! 


Yes, Virginia, there IS a Santa Claus. I just came from there. 

Down in South Georgia Santa Claus is both a person and a 
place. The person is like the one we know—an elusive old elf who 
keeps out of sight most of the year. But the place, Santa Claus, 
Ga., is right there on U.S. Highway No. 1, baking in the summer 
sun, watered by autumn rains, in full view of Florida tourists, 
truck drivers and the casual postcard sender all year ‘round. 


My trip to Santa Claus was sort of by way of the Georgia State 
Prison, where I‘saw women prisoners making Christmas decora- 
tions and heard Warden R. P. Balcom complain mildly that the 
Christmas music would be off this year. (“‘Our organist got out!’’) 


A photographer, Ryan Sanders, and I drove down to Santa 
Claus after supper. We saw a cluster of lighted buildings ahead on 
the highway and we came first to a big barn with a dance going 
on and then to the Greene Motor Court. 


We found out later the Greene Motor Court is Santa Claus and 
the dance hall is just outside the corporate limits ef the town of 
Santa Claus. Two gasoline pumps and some neon lights illuminate 
the place with the Christmasy name and inside we found not scores 
of busy little elves hammering away at toys for one and all but 
an elderly man back of a counter and a couple with a baby sitting 
in some chairs near the door. The elderly man turned out to be 
J. E. Mathews, former chief of police of LaGrange. 


He served us coffee and we asked about the population of 
Santa Claus. 


**Two people,”’ he said simply. ‘‘My wife and myself. I'm the 
postmaster. She’s the mayor. I reckon I’m the sanitary officer, 
too, because we don’t need a police force here."’ 

The Mathews bought Santa Claus—all 20 acres of it—a few 
years ago and they go along quietly selling a few groceries to the 
neighbors, gas to motorists and overnight accommodations to tour- 
ists most of the year. 

Then in December business picks up. Toward Christmas they 
stamp ‘‘Santa Claus, Ga.,’’ on 500 to 1,000 cards and letters a day. 
This is a gratis business because Santa Claus is no regular post 
office and mail has to go out through Lyons—but the Mathews 
like it and wouldn't think of stopping it. 


‘Sometimes we get a little too much business,’’ Mr. Mathews 
gaid. ‘‘Like last year somebody sent a little boy in Atlanta a post- 
ecard from here and I think every school child in Atlanta must have 
written asking us to mail them cards.’’ 

Business has already begun to get brisk at Santa Claus. The 
other day a man came in and mailed 15 cards to Holland. I was 
curious about this transaction but Mr. Mathews didn’t know much 
about it. The man left his cards, Mr. Mathews stamped them and 
put them in the mail and that was all. He doesn’t even read the 
postcards. 


Any day now the couple will begin putting up Christmas deco- 


rations, Mrs. Mathews said. They already had candy canes out on 
the counters. And by the time the day for which their place was 
named gets here, the population of Santa Claus will be booming. 
Their two sons, Jack and J. E. Mathews Jr., of East Point, and 
their families—numbering four grandchildren altogether—will be 
coming for some of the holidays. '

HumpSign 


Of Aging

A dowager’s hump is a telltale 
sign of age. This pincushion of 
fat which perches on the seventh 
cervical vertebra at the nape of 
the neck always is a shocking 
surprise. 

Perhaps you haven't taken a 
backward glance for some time 
.. . but viewing the new milli- 
nery creation that the salesgir! 
assures you takes years off your 
age, you suddenly notice a small 
but unmistakable hump at the 
bend of the neck. How long has 
this been going on... where 
did it come from? 


| HEAD UP 


Well, it comes from bending 


_ the head forward over the years, 


perhaps while reading, knitting 
or typing. Erect head carriage 
is the only prevention. Once hav- 
ing annexed this annoying ap- 
pendage, you may think it's 
there for keeps, but it need not 
be. 


Here is an easy-to-do set of 
exercises to banish the hump. 
The first corrective exercise 
helps counteract the forward 
bending tendency which is the 
of our 
work activities. 

Position: Lie face down on 
floor, arms down at sides. 

Movement: Keeping the arms 
straight, clasp hands behind 
back and forcibly contract back, 
shoulder and neck muscles to 
raise the head and chest clear 
off the floor. As you come up, 
contract and hold with the big 
hip muscles to fix the lower 
spine. Hold for a second and re- 
lease. Repeat 3 times, gradually 
work up to 6, but relax between 
movements. 

Position: Lie on back on floor 
with arms outstretched sidewise 
on floor at shoulder level, palms 
flat on floor. 


ARCH BACK 


Movement: Pushing down with 
hands, raise chest off floor, arch- 
ing the upper back so that weight 
is resting on back of head, hands 
and hips. Hold ... relax. That 
gets it! Repeat 4 times, gradu- 
ally increase to 8. 

Position: Sit in straight-back 
chair, drop head back on shoul- 
ders and look up at ceiling. 

Movement: Very slowly rol! 
head around toward one shoul- 


der .. . slowly roll back toward 
other shoulder. Repeat 4 to 6 
tumes, making each half roll 


slowly and lazily. 

Now relax by hunching shoul- 
ders up around ears and slowly 
circling back and down 
circle with one shoulder tip a 
few times, then the other, then 


together.

Lack of Teachers, Space 
Cheats 700,000 Pupils 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (#—The National Education 
Assn. reported today that upwards of 700,000 children 


‘are being short-changed educationally this year because 
of a shortage of qulified public schoolteachers and build- 


ings. 

The organization estimated that 
number are on half-day or similar 
part-time arrangements, and said 
many thousands of others are in 
overcrowded classrooms. 


The NEA also noted another 
type of educational deprivation: It 
said the Census Bureau estimated 
in October 1953 that 4,559,000 chil- 
dren between the ages of 5 and 17 
were not attending school at all. 
Of those, 66 per cent were 5 years 
of age and 27 per cent were be- 
tween 14 and 17 years old. 


NEA, the national professional 
organization of educators claiming 
a membership of more than 950,- 
000 teachers, said that shortages 
of buildings and teachers, which 
have been especially critical in the 
elementary schools in the past 
eight years, are now producing 
serious problems at the secondary 
or high school level. 


NEW PUPILS 


School attendance started boom- 
ing eight years ago as a result of 
the increased birth rate early in 
World War II and has continued 
upward since. . 

There are more than 1,250,000 
new pupils enrolled in public ele 
mentary and secondary schools 
this fall, the NEA’s research di- 
vision estimated in its annual pre- 
‘view of the overall public school 
picture.

Discipline Should 


Rearing children is a respon- 
sibility a great many of us en- 
joy. But parents are human 
and now and then lose their 
temper and become impatient 
with the small fry. 

These outbursts seldom have 
a lasting effect on our off- 
spring, provided they do not 
happen too often. Mother and 
father usually suffer more than 
the child; they have a guilty 
feeling and wish the situation 
had been handled more ration- 
ally. 

Children are a hardy lot and 
it takes more than a good 
scolding to produce delinquents 
or to change their character 
adversely. 

After an episode of naughti- | 
ness, that must be disciplined, 
parents may long for the good 
old days when fearing children 
was a snap. Complete obedi- 
ence was expected and the 
slightest deviation called for a 
trip to the woodshed. 


Mom and dad never questioned 
their rights along this line 
because custom had always fa- 
vored such punishment. 

We now are in a more neu- 
tral position. Discipline is 
stressed as a means of mini- 
mizing punishment. In this 
way, the younger generation is 
taught to think before misbe- 
having. Such guidance helps 
them to mature and become de- 
sirable adults. 

These changes in child train- 
ing have taken place because 
we have learned more about 
why children behave as they 
do. Each youngster develops at 
his own pace and what is right 
or wrong at one age may be 
just the opposite at another. 

A 2-year-old should not be 
criticized for thumb sucking be- 
cause this habit is normal at 
age 2. 

It also is natural for the tot 
of 3 to make a lot of noise on 
entering the house and for a 
>-year-old to have difficulty in 
handling adult knives and forks 
at the dining room table. Here, 
parents must be patient and in- 
struct rather than baw] out the 
tot. 

Instinct compels the toddler 
to handle, taste, squeeze, and 
thump everything he sees. This 
is the way he learns about his 
environment. 

This does hot mean that a 
mother never must say, “No, 
no,”’ or make use of older meth- 
ods of punishment. 

Junior ought to be cautioned 
against crossing streets alone, 
picking up and tasting an earth- 
worm, pouring milk on. the 
floor, or biting his sister’s arm. 

How are these situations best 
handled? Parents must be firm 
but consistent. ‘‘No, no” should 
include a logical explanation. 
- Effective discipline depends 
lLipon how much trust and un- 
derstanding exists between par- 
ents and child.
